Pick-ups will be made Satur¬ 
day after 12 o’clock noon in the 
section of town north of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. between Baldwin 
and Michillinda, and at other 
addresses which may be tele¬ 
phoned before Saturday to 
Simpson at CU. 5-3183. 

The need still is for volun¬ 
teers and Simpson has asked 
the assistance of the three co¬ 
operating men’s organizations, 
the Kiwanis, Lions*and VFW, 
in making a concerted effort 
to provide workers in order to 
get caught up Saturday. With 
15 men and at least 10 cars, 
he says, the job can be done 
in two hours at the most. Vol¬ 
unteers are asked to gather at 
the paper collection lot east of 
the Woman’s Clubhouse at 
noon Saturday. 

Judge John C. Mead, custo¬ 
dian of the paper drive funds, 
reports a total of $355 banked 
thus far with two loads still 
to be paid for, not including 
this coming Saturday’s collec¬ 
tion. 

Judge Mead has again asked 
the cooperation of residents in

A total of 71,820 pounds of 
paper has been collected and 
sold between the start of the 
drive Feb. 27 and the end of 
May.

Burglary Suspect 
Denied Writ; Ordered 
To Appear June 25 

Michael Domingo Morales of 
Monrovia was arrested yester¬ 
day morning on a felony war¬ 
rant after being denied a writ 
of habeas corpus in Pasadena 
Superior Court. He entered a 
plea of not guilty, bail of $1000 
was posted for him and he was 
released op a surety bond with 
orders to appear for prelimi¬ 
nary hearing June 25 in Su¬ 
perior Court. 

Morales had been arrested in 
Sierra Madre June 6 at the cor¬ 
ner of Mountain Trail and 
Orange Grove by Patrolmen 
Robert Heasley and Randall 
Fish.
